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Excessive summer traffic coming 
through Coffee County discussed 
at Monday’s commission meeting

The excessive summer 
time traffic that comes 
through Coffee County, 
especially the Curtis com- 
munity, received lots of dis- 
cussion Monday morning, 
July 11, during the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing. 

Coffee County E911 coor- 
dinator Dean Blair began 
the discussion as he extend- 
ed a thanks to Enterprise 
Rescue officials in atten- 
dance for the meeting for 
all they do for the county. 
He said he had mentioned 
previously that Enterprise 
Rescue receives an aver- 
age of around 900 calls per 
month. 

“During these summer 
months, we catch a lot of 


beach traffic through Coffee } 


County,” Blair said. “We 
have multiple wrecks at 
the intersection of U.S. 
Highway 84 and Alabama 
Highway 141 in Curtis 
Community. The response 
time of our first responders 
in great.” 

Over a 4-day timeframe 
during the Fourth of July 
weekend, he said the 
Sheriff’s Office placed a 
speed device on Hwy. 141 
in the Curtis Community 
to monitor traffic traveling 
south on that roadway. He 
said the numbers that device 
delivered was astonishing. 

Sheriff’s | Department 
Chief Deputy R.W. 
Whitworth added to Blair’s 
comments regarding that 
speed device. During the 
4-day period traffic was 
monitored heading south 
on Hwy 141 in the Curtis 
Community, he said 22,467 
vehicles traveled past the 
device going south. 

“That’s just one way,” 
Whitworth said. “The fast- 
est speed registered going 
through this area was 94 
miles per hour, and the 
average speed was around 
58 miles per hour.” 

He said over 10,000 cars 
traveled past the device 
exceeding the speed limit at 
56 miles per hour or greater 
during those four days. 

“It is something to see if 
you haven't been out there 
[Hwy. 84/Hwy 141 inter- 
section] on a weekend dur- 
ing the summer,” Blair said. 


Two county road also 
catching a lot of the sum- 
mer traffic, with the major- 
ity traveling to and from 
the Florida beaches, are 
County Road 427 in the 
Basin Community and 
County Road 460 in the Ino 
Community. 

During the same 4-day 
period traffic was moni- 
tored, Whitworth said 16 
speeding tickets and sev- 
eral warnings were issued 
to motorists on County 
Road 427. He said the fast- 
est speed caught on County 
Road 427 during that time 
was traveling over 80 miles 
per hour [the speed limit on 
county roads is 45 miles per

Elba City Council approves resolution 
to seek funds for street improvements

The Elba City Council 
approved a_ resolution 
Monday evening, July 11, 
during its meeting that 
could ‘pave’ the way for 
several street i 


Development Block Grant _ 


[CDBG] application be 
awarded to the city. 

The resolution state the 
city’s intent to apply to 
the State of Alabama for 
a FY2022 CDBG program 
grant under the provisions 
set forth in Title I of the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974 
for street improvements 
within the city limits. 

City clerk Sally Bane said 
the improvements could 
include Lee Street, Adams 
Avenue, Reynolds Avenue, 
Jackson Street, Thomas 
Street and Jones Street if 
the grant is approved. The 
estimated total cost for the 
proposed improvements is 
$605,175. 

The grant application 
would be for $500,000, and 
if approved, the city would 
provide matching funds of 
$105,175 for the project. 

The resolution gave 
Mayor Tom Maddox 
authority sign any and all 
forms necessary for the 
application, and it further 
committed the local funds 
to the project should the 
grant be awarded to Elba. 

Two other resolutions 
were approved Monday 
night by the council. Both 
these resolutions dealt with 
a taxilane improvement 
project for the Carl Folsom 


The first resolution 
approved by the coun- 
cil authorized the mayor 
to execute a contract with 
Wiregrass Construction 
for the taxilane improve- 
ment construction project. 
Wiregrass Construction 
submitted a base bid 
and add alternate 1 total 
of $960,791. The resolu- 
tion also noted that as the 
only bidder on the project 
Wiregrass Construction had 
negotiated its pricing and 
reduced costs by $36,000 
for the project. 

As for the second reso- 
lution, the council voted 
to authorize the mayor to 
execute an engineering 
contract amendment for 
construction administra- 
tion services of the taxilane 
improvement project at the 
airport. Garver is the engi- 
neering firm on record for 
the project.

What’s the most iapeitant thing i in your life? 


Let me explain: I’m asking, what’s number “one” on your 
list? What’s your highest and greatest priority? What’s the 
big “IT” of your entire existence? 

Hello, friend. I hope you’re having a great day. If you 
need prayers, call me. My team and I would be more than 
happy to pray for you and even talk to you about these 
challenging questions. 

Do you ever think about life and what’s most important 
to you? 

I think the reality of the human condition is one reason 
we tend to struggle at times with misplaced priorities. It’s 
hard to stay on track, isn’t it? To actually keep what we 
say is most important to us, well, most important, demon- 
strated by the commitments we make. 

I struggle in this area as much as anyone. So, this isn’t 
about trying to make anyone feel guilty. I just happen to 
think it’s an important issue we need to consider. 

Here’s a five-step exercise I came across years ago that 
will help you think about what is most important in your 
life. 

* Step One: Write down the ten most important things in 
your life? 

* Step Two: Take away the three that are the least impor- 
tant things on your list of ten. 

* Step Three: Now, take away three more. Four remain. 
Are you 100% sure that these should be in your final four? 
Or, do you think you need to make an adjustment? 

* Step Four: Again, take away three more. Only one of 
the ten you listed as “most important” remains. So, I ask 
again, are you sure? 

* Step Five: Now, take that one away. 

Here’s the point: if you’re willing to take that one thing 
away, it might not be the most important thing to you after 
all. Your big “IT” can’t be let go of so easily. 

So, go back and look at your list again. 

Most of us have a lot of “good” things on our list, and 
that’s usually the problem. Finding and living our life from 
what is absolutely central to our existence, the very “best,” 
rather than from what is simply “good,” can be challeng- 
ing. 

eee with the same problem asked Jesus once what 
the most important of all the good things he had on his list. 
Jesus’ answer was clear, concise, and compelling: Love 
God first with all that you are, and then, love others as you 
love yourself. (See Matt. 22:37-39). 

Don’t you admire Jesus’ simplicity? BTW: If you asked 
Jesus the same question this man did, what do you think he 
would he say to you?

The baseball and softball 
fields at Enterprise State 
Community College are 
receiving some upgrades 
for future players and fans 
to enjoy. 

The $1.25 million proj- 
ect, which began in July, 
will include the installation 
of new bleachers, press 
boxes, backstops and net- 
ting for both sports. A new, 
code-compliant concession 
stand with restrooms will 
also be constructed in the 
complex, and irrigation and 
landscaping will be added 
to the area. The project is 
expected to be completed 
by mid-October. 

“I am very excited for 
our coaches and players

to see the new facilities 
at our baseball/softball 
fields,” Athletic Director 
Jeremaine Williams said. 
“These updates will help 
recruiting tremendously. 
This is big for the com- 
munity to be able to come 
to a game and enjoy the 
college athletic atmosphere 
that ESCC will provide, 
and it shows the Wiregrass 
that we are serious about 
athletics. The future of 
our athletic department is 
going in the right direc- 
tion, and it’s great to see 
that our administration is 


behind athletics.” 
Head Softball Coach 
Clair Goodson echoed 


his statement, saying the 
upgraded facilities will 
increase community sup- 
port and recruiting efforts 
for the College’s athletic 
department. 

“I am excited about the 
direction this will contin- 
ue to take our programs,” 
Goodson said. “Seeing 
these upgrades will help 
recruiting tremendously. 
The atmosphere around 
our games will just amplify 
and bring more and more 


of our community out to 
support our players, The 
College’s commitment to 
help us enhance our facili- 
ties is important to not only 
the athletes we have on 
campus now, but also to all 
future athletes we bring to 
ESCC. The future is bright, 
and I can’t wait to see it 
continue. I’m thankful for 
the administration’s sup- 
port.” 

The fields will also see 
the addition of a paved 
entrance and parking lots 
as part of the College’s 
partnership with the City of 
Enterprise to provide more 
recreation areas to the 
community. These addi- 
tions will be completed at 
a later date. 

The most recent addition 
to the softball and base- 
ball fields was a hitting 
facility that was completed 
in 2021. This facility has 
lighted lanes for athletes 
to practice hitting and 
pitching. It also serves as 
a space for coaches to hold 
development camps for 
these sports. 

“IT am excited about the 
updates to the baseball/ 


softball facilities,” Head 
Baseball Coach Samuel 
Frichter said. “Any time 
you have updates, it shows 
a commitment to the pro- 
gram from the administra- 
tion, and for that, I am very 
thankful. With the direc- 
tion that college athletics 
has gone with the primary 
focus on recruiting, this 
will help us with that pro- 
cess and allow us to bring 
in high-caliber student ath- 
letes. These updates will 
give our players a sense of 
pride in the program and 
continue to help our com- 
munity rally around both 
sports.”

Move to Class 1A brings new faces 


The Elba Tigers will kick off the 2022 high school foot- 
ball season in six weeks and after posting a winning record 
in 66 of their 100 seasons, and will begin the season only 
five wins away from the prestigious ‘600 Win’ plateau. 

Elba, which has been in Class 2A 12 of the past 14 
years, will make a return to Class 1A this season after 
posting a 16-6 record in the Class 2A ranks the past two 
seasons. The last time the Tigers competed in 1A they 
posted a 16-7 record in two seasons. 

The Tigers have recorded 15 straight winning seasons, 
and during the long run of success have claimed seven 
region titles and two state championships. 

Elba is coached by Mare Sieving, who in two seasons 
at the helm has led the Tigers to a 16-6 record, including a 
10-win season and a region title in 2021. 

Following is a preview of this year’s football schedule: 


August 19 at, New Brockton Gamecocks 

Elba will open the season on the road when they head 
across the county on Highway 84 to battle the 3A New 
Brockton Gamecocks. It will be the first meeting between 
the cross-county rivals since 2017, while the Tigers own 
a 13-1 series edge, including a 32-21 win in 2017. The 
Tigers posted four straight shutout victories from 2012- 
2015, and during the series have averaged 34 points a 
game while allowing just 9 points a game. 

New Brockton, in its 50th year on the gridiron, has 
struggled to three straight losing seasons, including a 4-6 
record last season, and has won just five games the past 
two seasons. Coach Zack Holmes is in his fourth year as 
the Gamecocks head coach and has led New Brockton to 
a 10-19 record. 


August 26 at, Kinston Bulldogs 

Elba will kick off region play in week two when they 
remain in the county for a short trip down to Kinston to 
oppose the Kinston Bulldogs. It will be the first meeting 
between the county rivals since 2019, a 40-14 win by the 
Tigers. Elba boasts a 5-0 series edge over the Bulldogs and 
has averaged 39 points a game and allowed only 5 points 
a game in the five wins. 

Kinston is coming off a record breaking 8-4 season in 
which the Bulldogs placed second in the region, hosted 
its first playoff game in the school’s football history, and 
posted a rare playoff win. It was the Kinston’s first win- 
ning season since 2014, and during the historic season the 
Bulldogs averaged 23 points a game and allowed 20 points 
per outing. In its 52nd year on the gridiron, Kinston is led 
by Coach Rudy Free, who in his four years at the helm has 
led the team to a 13- 18 record. 


September 2 Houston County Lions 

Elba will make its homefield debut in week three when 
they host the Houston County Lions in a key region clash. 
The. ‘Tigers will be playing Houston County for the third 
straight season, hold a 2-0 series edge over the Lions, 
including a 40-12 win a year ago, and have scored 40 
points in both wins. 

Houston County will be in its 95th season on the foot- 
ball field, posted a 5-5 record last season and enjoyed its 
last winning season in 2017. The Lions are coached by 
Jake Allen, in his first season as a head coach. 


September 9 Brantley Bulldogs 

The Elba Tigers will remain at home in week four for 
a clash with the highly-ranked Brantley Bulldogs. Elba 
holds a 21-018 series edge against the Bulldogs, but lost 
the last meeting 21-18 back in 2019 and has lost six of the 
last nine contests. : 

Brantley is in its 98th year on the gridiron and is a peren- 
nial 1A powerhouse in all sports, On the football field the 
Bulldogs have advanced to the playoffs every year since 
1997, have posted a 36-4 record the past three years, and 
last season rolled to a 12-1 record. Coach Roland Jones is 
in his fifth year as the head man at Brantley and has led 
his team to a 43-8 record, with four of the losses coming 
in the playoffs. » 


September 16 Open Date 


Sidon 23 Providence Christian Eagles 

The Elba Tigers will return to action for a week five 
homefield match-up against the Providence Christian 
Eagles, a 3A team from Dothan. The two teams have split 
their only two meetings on the gridiron, with the Tigers 
posting a 27-6 victory a year ago. 

Providence Christian, in its 18th season on the football 
field, has posted 11 winning seasons, but has struggled 
to two straight four-win seasons after winning a total of 
22 games the previous two years. The Eagles are led by 
veteran coach Kenny Keith, who in 11 years at the helm of 
the Eagles has led his teams to a 64-43 record. 


September 30 Red Level Tigers 

Elba will close out a long home stand in week six when 
the Tigers host the Red Level Tigers, in a region match-up. 
The Tigers own a 5-1 series edge over their visitors, with 
Red Level’s only win coming way back in 1925. Elba won 
the last meeting 63-14 in 2019 and in the last four wins has 
outscored Red Level 232-40. 

Red Level is in its 103rd season on the gridiron and 
has one state championship trophy in its trophy case, won 
back in 1957. The Tigers last winning season was in 2006, 
and while they have struggled to three winless seasons in 
the past ten years, last season they posted a 4-5 record. 
Coach Kenny Skipper is in his sixth year at the helm of the 
Tigers and has led his teams to a 12-36 record. 


October 7 at, Georgiana Panthers 
Elba will head back out on the road in week seven for a

aid workshop 


The Wiregrass 
Educational Opportunity 
Center (EOC) will hold a 
financial aid workshop for 
students who need assis- 
tance in completing the Free 
Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA). 

The Wiregrass EOC is a 
federally funded TRiO pro- 
gram aimed to assist stu- 
dents who dropped out of 
high school or never attend- 
ed/didn’t complete post- 
secondary training and wish 
to return to school.

Wiregrass EOC Director 
Jennifer Braden said the 
event is for first-time col- 
lege students who haven’t 
completed their FAFSA or 
those students who plan to 
return to college who need 
assistance filling out the 
application. She said EOC 
will assist students who 
complete the application for 
any college. 

Students planning to 
attend college this fall will 
need to complete the 2022- 
23 FAFSA. Students are 
encouraged to bring a copy 
of their 2020 income tax 
forms to help with the com- 
pletion of the application. 

If a student is under the 
age of 24, he or she may be 
considered a dependent stu- 
dent for Financial Aid pur- 
poses, unless he or she is 
or was in the military, has a 
spouse, has dependents for 
whom they provide more 
than 50% of their support, 
or was in foster care while 
over the age of 13. 

If a student is considered 
dependent, he or she will 
need to provide their par- 
ents’ 2020 tax information 
to complete the FAFSA, 
and one parent will have 
to sign the FAFSA with the 
student.
